reading for this season was taken 
at 94 degrees, making it the hottest 
day since July 8 when the season’s 
hiah of 95 degrees was equalled. 
After hoverina about 88 and 89 
degrees for several days, the m er­ 
cury in official instrum ents of Dr. 
Henry Stewart, official local ob­ 
server, climbed into the nineties last 
Wednesday and has returned there 
daily since that time. 
Wednesday’s high was 93 degrees; 
Thursday, 91; Friday, 90; Saturday, 
91, and Sunday, 94. 
Sunday’s heat made Sunday night 
one of the season’s hottest. 
At no 
time during the night or early this 
morning did the 
tem perature 
go 
below 72 degrees. 
The heat only adds to the troubles 
of county farm ers and fruit growers 
whose crops are suffering acutely 
from lack of rainfall.

present a discouraging sight with 
rolled leaves and signs of “firing" 
near the ground.

Raymond told today 
the 
nightm are horror of a midnight as­ 
sault by her crazed inventor father, 
who tried to bludgeon her to death 
with a ham m er after fatally hacking 
her mother. 
The father, Ralph Raymond. 58. 
wealthy telephone engineer, clim ax­ 
ed his fit of m adness by slashing his 
throat with a razor in the bathroom 
of his palatial 14-rootn home. 
He 
died several hours later without re­ 
gaining consciousness. 
His 29-year-old attractive daugh­ 
ter was still so critically weak from 
14 ham m er blows on the head and 
face officials had difficulty in get­ 
ting a coherent account.

RAILROAD WRECK 


Reno. Nev., Aug. 14 (AP)—Twenty 


persons were killed and 114 Injured 
In the wreck of a Southern Pacific 
streamliner, derailed Sunday night 
as It sped over a small bridge twenty 
miles west of Carlln. 


A coroner's jury and 
railroad 


officials said the tragedy had been 
caused deliberately. 


While rescue crews dug Into 


wreckage of the luxurious City of 
San Francisco, railway investigators 
said they found definite evidence 
the tracks had been tampered with, 
derailing the train. 


An Inquest, conducted by Coroner 


Roy S. Harris, of Eureka county, 
returned a verdict that the victims 
'came 
U> their deaths by train 


accident, and to the best of our 
belief and judgement the wreck was 
caused by a misplaced rail, misplaced 
by a person or persons unknown." 


44 Spikes Removed 


Forty-four spikes had been removed 


from the outside rail of a curve near 
the approach to a 60-foot bridge 
over the shallow Humboldt river, 
where all but four of the 17 cars in 
the yellow-tan flier hurtled off the 
tracks and angle plates connecting 
rail lengths had been removed. An 
entire 30-foot length of rail had 
been moved four Inches inward and 
the rail tie plates respiked to the 
ties to the new position, said T. J 
Foley, of Ogden, Utah, assistant 
Southern Pacific division superin- 
tendent.

Reno, Nev., Aug. 14 (AP)—Twenty 
persons were killed and 114 injured 
in the wreck of a Southern Pacific 
streamliner, derailed Sunday night 
as it sped over a sm all bridge twenty 
miles west of Carlin. 
A coroner’s Jury 
and 
railroad 
officials said the tragedy had been 
caused deliberately. 
While 
rescue 
crews 
dug 
into 
wreckage of the luxurious City of 
San Francisco, railway investigators 
said they found definite evidence 
the tracks had been tampered with, 
derailing the train. 
An inquest, conducted by Coroner 
Roy S 
Harris, of Eureka county, 
returned a verdict th a t the victims 
"came to their 
deaths by train 
accident, and to the best of our ] 
belief and judgem ent the wreck was ; 
caused by a misplaced rail, misplaced 
by a person or persons unknown." 
44 Spikes Removed 
Forty-four spikes had been removed 
from the outside rail of a curve near | 
the approach to a 60-foot bridge 
over the shallow Humboldt river, 
where all but four of the 17 cars in j 
the yellow-tan flier hurtled off the 
tracks and angle plates connecting 
rail lengths had been removed. An 
entire 30-foot length of rail had 
been moved four inches inward and 
the rail tie plates respiked to the 
ties in the new position, said T. J. j 
Foley, of Ogden, Utah, assistant I 
Southern Pacific division superin­ 
tendent. 
As this evidence of w hat Foley ¡ 
termed "clearly a case of sabotage j 
with murderous intent" was un­ 
covered, Nevada state police asked 
officers throughout the state to be 
on the lookout for a m an whose 
ears had been cut off. 
Chief of Police Andy M Welliver, 
of Reno, said he was informed this j 
man had been "acting suspiciously' 
at Fernley, and had inquired Sun­ 
day morning at a Fernley garage, 
"has anything happened?”

Out of the ghastly scene, where 
twisted bodies were trapped in the 
more horribly smashed cars and 
where many of the injured lay help­ 
less beside the wreckage, arose tales 
of heroism on the part of several 
and stout courage and lack of panic

injured and nearly knocked out, ad­ 
ministered to the needs of the more

credited by fellow passengers with 
saving the lives of many who might

Hurled Frwm Berths 
Of the 149 persons aboard the 
flier, 20 were known dead, and 114 
were injured, some of them critically.

“Many of the victims,’ he related,

bodies otherwise m utilated.’ 
"I had Just gone to bed and was 
lying in my berth awake," he said 
“Suddenly there was a violent bump, 
apparently caused by part of the 
train leaving the track.

followed by a succession of bumps 
and swerving as the cars started 
piling up in the creek bed. 
"As soon as the movement and 
noise stopped, uninjured persons ran 
out into the dark and started break­ 
ing glass in the car windows to get

"It was an incredible sight to see 
that big train piled up like m atch­ 
wood. The steel bridge across which 
the engine jolted was literally torn 
to shreds as it was struck by gyrat­

Munger said “the coolness shown 
by most of the passengers was re­

stumbled about a mile to the near­ 
est phone to spread the alarm which 
brought medical aid rushing to the 
scene 
"As soon as I had the train stop­

“There was no breeze, and the 
dust had gathered in a great cloud. 
There were no lights, and I couldn't 
se e a single living person

I must have fallen 
down 20 tim es on the way 
Then I 
called all the doctors and nurses I 
could, telling them to hurry, x x."

wouldn’t have made any difference. 
The train was going 60 miles an 
hour and even if I had seen the rail 
out of place I couldn't have stopped 
it. However, had the rail been dis­ 
connected any other place in Die 
canyon, this terrible tragedy would 
have been averted. 
As It was, the 
dining car was rocjcing and caught 
the superstructure of the bridge, and 
the wreck resulted.”

Manassas, Va., Aug. 14 CAP) — 
An "invading” army with high-speed 
tanks and combat cars deployed 
across old Civil war battlefields to­ 
day to strike at the nation’s nearby 
capital In a furious but Imaginary 
war. 
Twenty-three thousand men were 
arrayed in a DO.OOO-acrc arena for 
the four-day mock battle, part of the 
greatest 
peacetime 
maneuvers In 
American army history. 
Three-fourths of the troops were 
in the defending "Blue” army — 
Guardsmen of the 28th division 
(Pennsylvania) and the 29th division 
(Virginia, Maryland and thc Dis­ 
trict of Columbia). 
The smaller force of invaders — 
a “Black” army of regulars — was 
strengthened by the latest engines 
of war, geared to strike swiftly over 
roads and fields where the grand­ 
fathers of many of thc men fought 
with sword and musket in 18C1- 
1862. 
The objective v as the same as Ln 
the Civil war battles around Manas­ 
sas. 
Like the Confederates, the in­ 
vading 
“Black" 
army sought* to 
break through to Washington. Thc 
“Blue” army of Guardsmen had 
orders to stand it off. 
The two armies commanded an 
area from Gainesville and Manassas 
in northeastern Virginia to Occo- 
quan creek 10 miles to the south­ 
east. But the four-day fight, which 
climaxes a training program set up 
in 1934. was hedged by rules to safe­ 
guard life and property. Before the 
battle, every round of ammunition 
for rifle, machine gun or artillery 
was Inspected to guard against live 
shells. 
No bayonets were permitted, and 
foot troops had orders to surrender 
immediately if a tank came within 
100 yards. The possibility of a tank 
crashing through underbrush and 
running over concealed men unac­ 
customed to the battle wagons’ high 
speeds was too great. 
There were regulations, too, to 
protect the rolling farm lands. 
Com fieldrrvcre “outrof bounds;” 
livestock were considered immovable 
obstacles; wood lots were not to be 
damaged, and fences had to be re­ 
paired. 
Unlike any wartime en­ 
gagement, damage officers followed 
the troop:, to replace or pay for any j 
“ruin.” 
Throughout tlie night both armici, j 
liad their m**n in the firtd tinder 
little shelter tents, rifles «lacked and | 
artillery in piare. 
National
